INTRODUCTION 


THE  Collection  of  Professor  Capitani,  gathered  in  the  neigh- 
borhoods of  Florence  and  Venice,  includes  many  delightful 
and  interesting  decorative  objects,  such  as  lacquered  furni- 
ture of  the  Eighteenth  Century,  several  Seventeenth  Century  throne 
chairs  in  tooled  leather,  fine  sconces,  torcheres,  Venetian  lanterns, 
important  carved  figures  and  several  architectural  landscapes  of 
the  Panini  School. 

The  Dresden  figures  and  groups,  from  the  Collection  of  the 
late  James  S.  Barnes,  are  of  unusual  size  and  coloring. 

Included  in  the  Colonial  furniture  from  the  Historic  Mansion 
of  the  Schuylers  at  Schuylerville,  is  the  dignified  mahogany  ward- 
robe and  mirror  that  were  in  the  bedroom  used  by  the  Marquis  de 
La  Fayette  on  the  occasion  of  his  visit  to  the  Schuyler  family  in 
1824. 

Many  of  the  specimens  of  early  English  and  French  furniture 
demand  more  than  passing  attention,  and  two  beautiful  Enghteenth 
Century  French  mantel  clocks  of  gilded  bronze,  modelled  by 
Falconet,  are  especially  attractive. 

A  Renaissance  tapestry  depicting  "A  Hawking  Party"  with 
its  well  balanced  figures,  good  composition,  and  color,  is  worthy  of 
attention.  A  large  and  rarely  decorative  Seventeenth  Century 
tapestry  and  a  fine  Flemish  verdure  with  handsome  borders  would 
be  especially  fitting  in  a  country  house.
